patronage to the uses of certain machine 
bodses.” Whether Dorsey's purpose in mak- 
ing this publication was to damage Garfield 
or help himsélf by furiiistiihg evidence of 
seeming intimate relations between the two, 
his scheme will fall. After, the passing dis- 
cussion which these letters will bring out, 
Garfield's place in History Will be just whit 

béfote, ahd Dorsey witt still stand at 
thé bar Of a Criminal court to answer the 
charge of robbing the Goverament of some 
millions. 

Gattield’s enemies and tradueers would 
draw the Inference from his letters to Dorsey 
that nis correspondence witti the latter de- 
noted some defect in his eliaragter.

Garfield did not select Dorsey as his ¢am- 
paign minager, but in that capacity treated 
Uim with the fraukuess and cordiality which 
were characteristic of the late President.

OPENING OF DEARBORN STREET. 

Judge Smith, of thie Superior (Part. nas 
decided that the city may proceed with. the 
extension of Dearborn street in spite of the 
protest of the Western Indiana Ratirbad 
Company, Which claims that stich extension 
would be an infringement of its acquired 
rights. The grounds upon which this de- 
cision is based are so reasonable and fair 
that they are pretty sure to stand the test of 
the higher courts; in case the railroad com- 
pany shall determine to prolong the ** 
tion. Judge Smith finds: 

i. That the railroad company has Bée lo- 
cated its depot tt any point north of Twelfth 
street, but merely secured the right of way 
to the sauth line of Van Buren street, be- 
twéen State street and thé South Brauch of 
the Chicago River. 

2. That the railroad property held for de- 
pots, machine-shops, etc., stands upon the 
same footing as private property, so far as 
the right of eminent domain is eoncerned, 
and that if the Western Indiaua Railroad 
Company had located its depot it could not 
prevént the city from laying out a street de- 
manhded by publie necessity, so jong as its 
right of way were left undisturbed. 

3. Tlie objeétion urged by the Western 
Indiana Company that the city had forfeited 
its tient of eminent domain ii this case is 
held not to be valid, botu because thé ordi- 
nance in question is fot suscéptiblé of any 
such construction and also because the 
Counell canyot contract away the city’s rigtit 
to-exercise the power of eminent domain. 

4. Mee court scouts the stiggestion of a 
fraudulent exercise of the right of eminent 
domi in this ease. The ordinate’ order- 
ing the extension of Déafborn street is re- 
garded us a legislative act within the dis 
cretion of the City Cotncil, and it is not 
within the function of the coufts to attack 
the motive or question the expediency or 
nécessity, of which the Council is made the 
judge. 

The management of the Western Indiana 
Rallway Company ought to tke a practical, 
business-like view of the situation. There 18 
ample room for depot and terminal facilities 
Without antagdhizing piblic sentiment, 
which demands the opening of. Dearborn 
street. There would have been no great 
hardship to the railroad eOmpany if its en- 
triined into the city had been stopped at 
Twelfth street, which will be the very heart 
of the business portion ofythe eity before 
very many years, and is by no means remote 
now. Certainly it ought to be willing to ac- 
commodaté itself to the location of its depot 
at Harrison street in such manner as to ad- 
mit of thé Dearborn stréet extension. In- 
deed, thé railroad company as well as the 
public would be the gainer by such d edurse. 


VOTING FOR 

We have already commented upon certain 
amendments to thé Constitution Of the 
United States proposed in Congtess by Mr. 
Springet of this State. These amendments 
substantially (1) provide that the Président 
and Vice-President stall be elected for a 
term of six years each, and shall be ineligi- 
ble to a reélection for the next ensuing term. 
(2) That every sixth year the qualified voters 
may vote for President and Vice-President 
in November. and after the election the Gov- 
ernor, Secrétary of State, and Ciilef-Justice 
of the Supreme Court in each State shall 
meet and can vas the votes cast in Such 
State for President and Vice-Presidént. 
They shall aggregate the popular vote cast 
for President, and divide it by the number 
of Presidential votes to Which the State is 
entitled, and thé quotiént shall be the ratio 
of a Presidential. vote in such State. The 
number of votes east for each candidate shall 
be divided by this ratio, and the quotient 
shall be tlie ratio entitling each candidate to 
a Presidential vote. (3) That Representatives 
in Congréss shall be elected at elections to be 
held every third year, and for a term of three 
years, instead of two as now, aud they shall 
begiu their term and the first session ih Jan- 
uary immediately following thair eleetiou. 

In the form in which amendments are pro- 
posed to be submitted by Mr. Spriiigér we 
think he makes a mistake, as submitting 
them colléctively to be fatifled as u Whole, 
thereby endangering thein ail. The Legis- 
latures of many States tight favor one and 
not the ottier, and theteby migtt vote against 
both. 

The change in thé term of the President 
and in that of Representatives in Cotgress, 30 
as to still provide for two Elections of Repre- 
sentatives during each Presidential term 
being closely connect. and appropriately 
part of the same, might properly be part of 
the game amendment, and will in all proba- 
bility be ratified of rejected together. 

But the change in thé mode of votite tor 
President and tlie appofttionment of the 
Presidential vote of each State between the 
candidates according to the propertion of 
popular vote received by nem may meet 
with an opposition not encountered by the 
other amendments, and should therefore be 
submitted separately, to stand or fall upon 
its inerits. We do not undlertrate the valis, 
the wisdom, the justice and equity of this 
plan for electing the Presidént. It removes 
from the dangers of contested elections 
the complications Which no environ

Thus, in 1880 the popular 2 — 
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It th — likely ‘that the party politicians 
would ever permit such a change in the form 
of thé Presidential elestions. It would give 
every man in the country a free choice in 
yotiig for President, but that is not what the 
party managers desire. No party in any 
State will voluntarily surrender the rule of 
voting by unit. In Ilinois; 80 long as the 
State is Republi¢af, the Republicans will in- 
sist that thé State shall vote us a unit for 
President; and that no number of persons 
less than a majority of the whole population 
of the State have any right to be represented 
in the Electoral vote. What is true in Lilindis 
is true in other States, and it is as true in Or- 
eon as in New York. For these reasons we 
think this branch of the amendment might 
be submitted separately, and thereby avoid 
an opposition to the whole which would not 
perhaps exist Against some of the other 
branches of the Amendments.

Its annual produet is 
valued at $118,500,000, It is one of the prin- 
cipal American industries, employing Amer- 
ican Capital and Américah labor, and cotitrib- 
uting without complaint more than one- 
ninth of the total revenue of $403,000,000 
raised by the Géverntieiit last year.

if the forests of this country are not taken 
ears of it will certainly not be for lack of 
ubündabt warning. Prof. C. S. Sargent, who 
has done so much to acquaint the public 
with the rapfflity of thé destructioti of bur 
forests, returns to this important subject 
in an address reeently delivered before an 
agticultaral nieetitig at Northampton, Mass. 
He pointed out that the worst feat urs of the 
terrible fires which devastate our woods is 
that they destroy not only the growing trees, 
out the fertility of tue soll itselt. The offi- 
cial in charge of the Y@liowstone Park has 
lately sent a comimunieation to the Interior 
Department stating that irreparable damage 
was being done to its wonderful forests by 
the carelesness of hunters and visitors. All 
over the country, but especially in the West. 
the cream of a forest growtli that has been 
risthg for centuries is béing skimmed off by 
the greed of the lambermen, or by criminal 
earelesness With fires. 

The value of Our annual forest produets is 
estimated at $500,000,000. Most of this is ob- 
tained in a way that destroys the fogests, and 
leaves the woodlands, that might have been 
made to yield peréuiiidlly, a veritable skim- 
milk couitry. In Switzerland the pine lands 
are kept Fong ae prodactive by a system 
which allows oui the full-grown trees to be 
cut and gives a district shat lids been Cleared 
thirty ears do récover before another ax is 
allowed to fall. In Maine fires in the woods 
are the subjects of the strictest statutory reg: 
uldtion. Leavy penalties are laid on those 
whidse earelesuess causes the destraction of 
timber. The penalties are énferced, and 
habits of Garetiilnéss about firés have become 
one of the instincts of fle people of that 
State. The lawlesness of tha skin-hunters 
and heedlesness of the casual tourist which 
are annually déstroving miiliofis of dollars’ 
wortli of timber that can never be replaced 
should be immediatety subjected to similar 
reguiations by the Nationa) Government. 
And some adequate authority ought to pit 
4 check on the shörtstahted greed of tue 
lumbermen, who are skiniming thé country 
at one stroke of its forests and entailing cli- 
matic results of the gravest Kind: ‘The 
Roman who planted trees for posterity was 
an old fool if these lumbermen are wise. 

Those who want thé forests protected do 
not neéd to go into the controversy whéther 
or not the destruction of the torests decreases 
the rainfall. Prof. Sargent does not believe 


‘that forésts produce film. Prof. J. D. Whit- 


ney, ot Harvard College, has studied data on 
this point covering prehistoric and historic 


times, and the Old ahd New Worlds, and he, 


too, pronounces strongly against the popular 


idea that the dessication: of the earth’s sur- 


face, which is certainiy going on and as 


Altered the destinies of rates and nations, is 


due in any Way to disforesting the earth’s 
surface. Be this as it may, the work of for- 
ests in catching and coniliicting to the soil 
the ralu that does fall and in affecting the 
currents of wind that distribute moisture 
must be great. But below the climatic argu- 
ment is the more immediate matter of the 
preservatioti 6f tie trees, Which ar on the 
whole thé most valuable natural product

Young Park re- 
ceived a good education in his native State, 
studied law there, and was admitted to the 


bar in 1846. For six years he practiced law 


in Bennington and then removed to San 
Francisco, where he remairfed for eleven 
years.

in California, and was one of the projectors 
and afterwards the President of the -Patia- 
ma Railroad Company. In 1 he returned 
to his native State, and served two “terms in 
its Legisiature. Mr Park became President 
of the First National Bank of North Ben- 
n , and was also connected with several 
banks and railroads in New York. In 1871 
he organized the New York ma Mine 
Company, with a capital of $5,00 and in 
the litigation which grew out of no- 
torious mine the name of Trenor W. Park 
came frequently to the front. Of late years 
Mr. Park has been largely interested in 
railroads and banks, and particularly in the 
Ithmian Railroad and De ps’ canal

Fallare of the Firm of Randall, Bell & 
Co.—The Directors ef the Board Ask 
Congress to Accept the Eilinois Canal. 
The firm of Randall, Bell & Co., No. 10 Cham- 

ber of Commerce, suspended yesterday morning 
with Habilities which it is thought they can 
meet dollar for dollar in a very short time, or as 
soon as they can make their collections. About 
the first heara of their embarrassment was the 
announcement that the Corn Exchange National 
Bank and the private bankt ouse of Her- 
mann Schaffner & Co. had refused to honor the 
firm's checks for differences. It was generally 
known that firm was engaged in closing out 
ite business and prepa for a dis- 
solution’ of rartnership at the end of the 
year, and the failure theretore created little or 
no commotion on the board. members of 
the firm, Messrs. B. and M. D. Randall and W. W. 
Bell, are gentlemen weil known and highly 
thought of on the board, but the — 
was not a most harmonious one, and hence the 
intention to dissolve. It was current report in 
the diley early in the day that fluctuations in 
corn and pork were the causes of the failure, 
but later in the day it was authoritatively stated 
that they were about as long on one as they 
were short on the other, and that they would be 
abie to pay up in full in the course of time. 

A Taru reporter called upon Mr. Bell at 
his office, and after listening to a somewhat ram- 
bling statement of the troubles of tbe firm, 

made inquiry as to

the former Mr. Bell pdt there was a verv large 
sum due thé Urm, seme of it and more o it 
bad. He would willimgly consent to part with it 
all for 50 cuts on the dollar, and there was 
some of it not worth 10 cents. The amount of 
this indebtedness was very much larger than 
the liabilities of the firm: so much larger, in 
fact, that he thought the'collections which could 
be made would be. quite sufficient to enable 
them to pay dollar for dollar. r. Bell was 
averse to the publication of ail that he stated in 
this connection, so the reporter asked bim: 
“May I state that, although the tirm bas been 
doing an extensive business, it owes no large 
to any one. and no large amount taken 
as a oy 
* That is it 


precisely,” be replied. “ Of course 
T cannot tell what the exact amount is—can’ 
even a ximate it—but at ali events it is no 
large. ou may say further that I expect, and 
have no reason at present for doubting it, that 
the firm will be able to raise by coiiection or 
other ways enough 1 to pay its debts.“ 

i ae what do you attribute the failure, Mr. 

“ Well, fluctuations in corn and pork have 
caused many of our customers to lose money, 
and they have not been as prompt in coming for- 
ward with investments as the tirm expected. To 
Ulustrate: A customer sends us a certain sum 
of money as a margin on corn; corn goes down; 
the customer requests that his deal be carrie 4 
on, that he will see that the additional sum of 
money required is forthcoming. .One of the 
partners knows the man, and he is — oa 
earried on for a tonger time, until fai 
make good his margin the firm is obliged to hase 
out the deal at a loss.“ 

Mr. Beil seems to be deeply grieved over the 
turn in bis affairs. In all his experience he 
never bad a check thrown out nor a note pro- 
tested, and the tears started to hig eyes as he re- 
lated the story of the firm's downfall, but he 
comforted himeelf with the thought that after 
ali it was pot a failure, but rather a suspension. 
It was a complete surprise to him, for, though 
he knew that the firm bad quite an amount of 
money outstanding, he sup it bad cash 
enough to carry it.through until the end of the 
year, when the partnership was to be dissolved. 

According to an outside statement “the con- 
cern was bullish on the market all through the 
deciine of corn from 64 cents downto 48%, the 
point reached on Monday. Here it turned 
about at the wrong moment, evidently believ- 
ing that re was no hope in the grain. The 
house at the lowest figures got its customers and 
itself on the wrong sideaguin. After buyi 
all the way down from the sixties it began to seil 
after corn bad got into the forties. The result 
was that the firm was whipsawed—iost both 
ways. The Bayles are believed to be not 
less than 350,000.“

A. Stone, and Mrs. Walker, all of whom had 
been connected with che church, and whose loss 
was deeply felt. 

All Kirk, Superintendent of the Sunday- 
school, followed with a flatterwmg report of the 
year's ‘work, setting forth that, though the at- 
tendance had not been as large as could have 
been desired, and the supply of teachers had 
been inadequate, a great deal of good bad been 
done. The report concluded with the nomina- 
tion of the foliowing ers for the year, who 
were elected: Superintendest, F. 8.

The fourth session of the Presbyterian Sab- 
dath-School Assembly was held in the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Charles M. Charnley conducted the cense- 
ora tion services, after which Mr. W. 8. Jacobs 

addressed the meeting upon the topic, Prep- 
aration of the Lesdon. The teachers, he said, 
must take time. Many teachers merely picked 
up Dr. Vincent’s lesson leaves on Saturday 
evening and read the lesson over, They would 
necessarily take time to die at some time, and 
they ought certainly to devote some time in 
preparation for death, Or, more properly, pre- 
paring to live. Au absolute essential was com- 
munion with God. The students of 
God's fwork had an advantage that 
the students of no ober work could 
have—they could commune with the author of 
the book. The facts ot the lesson must be ascer- 
tained, studied, amd so arranged as to present 
them intelligibly to the class, for to interest the 
scholar he must be presented with a substratum 
of facts. 

After a discussion of the ideas presented by 
Mr. Jacobs, Mr. C. M. Morton addressed. the as- 
sembly, presenting his ideas of Teaching the 
Lesson.” The matter of the lesson was the Word 
of God. He merely spoke of the manner in 

should be taught. A person 
lost their point when they 
became impatient, and worried and fretted. 


Gentleness made every Sabbath-school teacher 
great in bringing souls to Jesus Christ. It was 
necessary to select persons who Were capable to 
teach. There were a great epee d good people in 
the church who were not capableof imparting 
any of the essential part of their knowledge to 
another. In discussion. Dr. Herrick Johnson sug- 
gested the teacher should thoroughly know and 
presept the most important point of the lesson 
first. for in going through by routine they 
might not arrive at the most important point 
before the bell rang. 

The next address was by the Rev. J. H. Walker 
upon Reviewing the Lesson.” Many teachers 
complained of reviews, but he was satisfied the 
importance of them was felt. It was always 
pleasant to travel through new countries, but it 
was sometimes quite as pleasant to take a sec- 
ead trip and look at the country more tbhor- 
ougbly a secood time. It was impossible to im- 
press the minds of children with all that the les- 
son contained, and review was needed for the 
purpose of fixing the points in their minds and 
to eed up the unity. As to when they should 
review, he thought the teacher ought always to 
ask questions on the past lesson in beginning 
each lesson. 

If the Superintendent was to conduct the re- 
view it should not take place untii the close of 
the lesson, as the teacher should first have the 
opportunity ef presenting che points to the 
class. But in weneral the teacher was better 
fitted for reviewing, for he knew the scholars 
better than any one else, and could select such 
questions as were appropriate to each individ- 
ual. He considered the quarterly reviews very 
deficient. 

The last half-hour of the session was occupied 
by the Rev. J. A. Worden in normal class exer- 
cises, using the blackboard for illustrations. 
Provision should be made, be thought, for the 
training of teachers. The Sabbatn-schoo!l was 
the grand workshop for young converts. 

At the fifth and last session of the Presbyte- 
rian Sabbath-Scbool Assembly last evening, de- 
spite the disagreeable weather, was a 
larger attendance than atany of previous 
sessions. After the praise service, which was 
conducted by the Kev. J. A. Lage the Rev. 
Herrick Johnson addressed the assembly on 
„ How to Study the Word.“ He thougbt each 
topic presented bad been important, but he did 
not know whether they had reached the a .

The bane 
of Sunday-school work had been teachers try- 
ing to apply spiritual relation to every word of 
the Scripture. 

The Rev. James A. Weedon said be bad been 
greatly pleased with the present assembly, so 
many good ideas had been presented, with so 
little to correct and 2 —— to commend.

TROUBLE AT A FUNERAL. 


A Catholic Priest’s Refusal to Pérform 
a Funeral Service in the Presence of 
Members of a Secret Society in Fatt 


‘Regalia.

Troy, N. Y., Dec. 20:—-The body of Napoleon 
Bissette, a deceased member of the St. Jean 
Baptist Society, was taken to St. Joseph's 
French Church in Cohoes yesterday. Father 
Dugas was to pronounce the last rites over the 
dead. The funeral was public. and 100 
members of the St. Jean Baptist Society 
accompanied the corpse from the house to the 
church, followed by the mourners. The mem- 
bers of the society were yet on the sidewalk 
preparing to enter. No sooner were the remaias 
placed before the altar and the mourners in their 
pews than Father Dugas stepped to the pulpit 
and requested the bearers to take off their re- 
gaiias. This they refused. The priest 
then sent the sexton outside to inform 
the society not to enter with regalias 
on or he would refuse the funeral rites. 
The members. were indignant and refused to 
take off their regalias. The President repre- 
sented to the fatherof the deceased that the 
priest had grossly insulted the society, and 
stated that if Mr. Bissette desired the society to 
conduct the funeral they would escort the re- 
mains to the vault and delay until auotner timd 
the services, but under no circumstances would 
the organization enter the church. A daughter 
of Mr. Bissette cried aioud, The priest has 
wronged us and the society.“ Mr. Bissette gave 
the organizauon full charge. The bearers there- 
upon carried the remains from the churecb as 
Father Dugas closed his prayer- book and left the 
altar. The body was piaced ina vault. Father 
Dugas is peony to tne annual balls of the 80 
ciety, and last Sunday denounced round dances 
as at variance with the rules of the Catholic 
Church. .He also said it was an outrage that a 
Ball should be given bya society calling — 
after the name of a saint who was beheaded on 
the very occasion ofa public and most lascivi- 
ous ball. The priest asserts t. had the socie- 
ty thrown aside their regalia, they would have 
been admitted to the church as private individ- 
vais. He will — condemn the society next 
— The Bishop will be appealed to by both 
sides. 
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SPREAD OF CANCER, 


Some Causes That Produce It. 
London Truth, 

I spoke a short time ago abeut M. Charles 
Blanc having died of cancer, and pointed to 
‘the «clusion that his malady was to be in 
some degree traced to the alluvial situation 
of the Palais Mazarin, where he resided. Of 
that disease, I said that it haunts low-lying 
river-sides and the mouths of streams which 
serve as sewers. Perhaps it might be of in- 
terest to some of your readers to know on } 
what data I have to go. Raspail first called 
my attention to the fact seventeen or eight- 
een years ago. He, was in Holland struck 
with the prevalence of cancer in the low-ly- 
ing districts, and still more along the mouths 
of the Scheidt and the Khine. He at first as- 
eribed the frequency of the malady to the elec- 
trical conditions produced by the metallic plates 
which the women of different Netberiandish 
locelities wear on their heads to support their 
tall lace and muslin caps; but he also found that 
in the tidal region of the Seine, where the soil is | 
alluvial, there was a great deal of cancer, al- 
though no metal entered into the head- 


gear. He pursued his observations at the 
mouths of 4 — rivers. They led him to believe 
that conditions of soil and atmosphere which 
developed serotula were also favorable to can- 
cer, a malady which is apt to show itself 
in a glandular region. Trousseau used to 
advise patients in whom he discerned a cancer- 
ous tendency not to se faire du mauvais sang by 
fretting, and totry and live where the soil was 
dry, the air brisk, and the aspect sunny. Ihave 
known of a good round number of deaths from 
cancer in those quarters of the city where there 
are undereround water-courses and along the 


dor for many ears at the Tuileries, lived close 
to the river. nen Mme. Louis Blaue was at- 
tacked with the cancerous malady of which she 
died she had been for some time residing in the 
part of the Rue de Rivoli nearest to the 
Seine. Many years ago, in making an 
excursion down the Shannon, I was ap- 
palled at the number of cancerous 
old women who stretched out their hands for 
alms at the landiag-places. Near Athlone as 
mäny as three miserable beings, with faces on 
which the disease was greedily feeding, pre- 
sented themselves together. A carman who 
noticed that the sight of them gave me a 
turn,“ — * “A wer of widows dies — 
here of cancer. e’re used to see them 
and have got hardened. It's all the fauit of the 
Board of Works, that is paid to drain the coun- 
try and won't do it. My own mother—Heaven 
be her bed—died of cancer. She had a bad 
the river flooded house; 

her _face swelled up: the 

doctor lanced it, and in eighteen months’ time 
she was in her grave.“ A cancerous tumor or 
ulcer broke down the constitution of the Duch- 
ess of Kent at damp Frogmore. it would be 
very easy to get at statistics showmg what 
geoiogical and atmospheric conditions most 
favorcancer if patients on admission to hoa- 
were asked to state in what localities they 
been residing when the disease first showed 
itself. 1 have never seen & cancerous face in 
the chalky uplands of Kent, but I have seen a 
good many about Dartford, the Hoo mar shes, 

Woolwich, and Chelsea.
